Mrs. Hazen 
was acquitted of the baby’s death a 
few days after Parker was convicted, 
on December 5, and sentenced to die 
in the electric chair Januury 9. Both 
still face trial in the woman's death.

Two lines—the St. Louis-San Fran- 
cisco and the Santa Fe—have received 
permission from the interstate com- 
merce commission to use second class 
tickets, and G. J. MeGuire, secretary 
of the Wester Passenger Association, 
indicated today in Chicago a possibil- 
ity that other southwestern companies 
might seek to meet the two-cents-a- 
mile rate authorized on the Frisco. 


Under the commission’s order, the 
Frisco is permitted to sell the second 
class tickets for use only on day 
coaches. It is expected to put the 
plan into effect early next year,

EARLY ORGANIZATION 


South Georgin. Growers Ex- 
pected To Complete Plans 
in January. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Dec. 26.—Homer 
8. Durden, of Swainsboro, a tobacco 
planter who has been active in the 
movement for the organization of a 
tobacco co-operative organization, says 
he believes south Georgia growers will 
form a co-op early in January. 

Mr. Durden recently discussed the 


project with Valdosta businessmen 
and said that enough work already 
had been done to convince him that 
a number of growers would try out the 
plan and obtain financial assistance 
of the federal farm board in the mar- 
keting of the 1931 crop. 

Mr. Durden, who is a large tobac- 
co grower, pointed out that for several 
seasons growers felt that the present 
system of seNing was-not advanta- 
geous. “The. Georstl crop, now 
amounting to more than 100,000,000 
pounds, is 
weeks’ time,’ he said. “This haste 
is not-conducive to .stabilized prices 
and has brought about widespread dis- 
satisfaction among the growers. With 
a co-operative association the tobac- 
co is graded according to government 
standards, and sold leisurely, in the 
meantime members of the association 
beine; able to obtain advances from the 
federal farm board, obviating the ne- 
a, of selling at the first price of- 
ered. 


E. C. Westbrook, tobacco and cot- 
ton specialist of the State College 
of Agriculture, has the following to 
say regarding the plan drawn up for 
the Georgia tobacco co-operative by 
one tobacco grower from each county: 

“County meetings will be held in 
January for the purpose of presenting 
the contract to the tobacco farmers 
for their approval or rejection. In 
event they are adopted the tobacco 
farmers may then join the co-op and 
sign a contract to deliver his 1931 
crop. 

“Let us look at the form of the con- 
tract which was adopted at Waycross. 
So far as our knowledge goes it is the 
most liberal contract ever proposed 
by any co-operative assoclation. The 
contract gives the member the option 
of putting his tobacco in the co-op 
pool or he may have the association 
sell at auction the grades or lots des- 
ignated by the member and put the 
other in the co-op pool. In other 
words, the.member will be able to do 
everything in the association that he 
can do out of it in addition to getting 
the advantages the association has to 
offer. That looks like a fair proposi- 
tion. 

“The contract also has a withdrawal 
clause which permits any member to 
withdraw from the co-op at the end of 
any one season if he desires to do so. 

“We believe, also, that a co-opera- 
tive association would not only stimu- 
late more interest in putting the to- 
bacco in a better merchantable condi- 
tion but would be in position to give 
considerable assistance along this line. 

“Farmers should realize that they 
are going to have to solve their own 
problems to a large degree. There 
are various agencies that can and are 
ready and willing to co-operate.”

Slain Maconite’s Son Swears 
Out Warrant Against

Williams said that Echols, in a 
drunken condition, had driven his own 
automobile into the porch and had 
blamed him.(Williams) for it. Both 
men are said to have been drinking 
heavily.

The shooting occurred in the 
kitchen of Williams’ home about 5 
o’clock in the morning, it was said. 
Williams said he killed the man in 
self defense. Officers who were first 
on the scene testified before the 
coroner's jury that they found the 
body of Echols lying face downward 
with a .38 calibre pistol lying by the 
side of his head. :

TEAGUE GF NATIONS 
HIT BY PROFESSOR 


Peace Based on Force Never 
Comforts, Says W. J. 
Bradley of Mercer. 


MACON, Ga., Dec, 26.—(/)—De- 
scribing the League of Nations as the 
“greatest historical phenomenon the 
world has ever known,” W. J. Brad- 
ley, professor of political science at 
Mercer University, said Friday that 
“unofficially the United States is the 
biggest thing in it, but officially, she 
is not even a member.” 

The address featured the weekly 
luncheon program ‘of the Macon Civi- 
tan Club, in the dining room of the 


. WC. A. 

“Unofficially, the United States has 
done more toward the control of the 
eague than any other five members,” 
the professor said. 

Leading up to his discussion of the 
league, Mr. Bradley said that the 
world is “at sea, politically, economi- 
cally and religiously,” and has been at 
unrest since the World War. 

“We still are crying peace, peace. 
when there is no peace. Peace based 
on force and coercion never comforts. 
Most wars are due to fear,” he con- 
tinued, “and fear indicates a distrust 
in nations.” 

Defining the League of Nations, 
Mr. Bradley said it is “an interna- 
tional association or instrument of 
consultation and conciliation.” 

“It must be a big thing,” he added 
“because there are only 300,000,000 
8 ry on this planet who are outside 
Ay 

Defining the league further, he said 
it is “something you can get into and 
get out of at will.” 

“Not only can you get out of it,” 
he said, “but you can get kicked out 
of it. There should be no danger of not 
being able to get out of it should you 
desire, 

“The League of Nations has not 
denounced war,” the speaker conclud- 
ed, “but on the other hand, it rec- 
ognizes war as a means to enforce its 
policies. War is denounced in the 
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Kellogg peace pact.”

CORN SUGAR LABELS 


ON FOOD ELIMINATED 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 26.—(UP) 
Settling a controversy which has gone 
on since the pure food and drug act 
was adopted years ago, Secretary 
Hyde today eliminated the present 
federal requirement that food prod- 
ucts made with corn sugar be ape- 
cifically labelled as such. 

Hyde's order continued the require- 
ment that corn sugar sold in bulk 
be so labelled. 

Experts and growers of various 
sugars have fought for years over the 
question whether dextrose—corn 
sucar—has the same food qualities 
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and is as non-injurious as cane or 
beet—saccharine—sugars. Hyde in a 
statement said that modern corn sugar 
is “a wholesome and healthfud food, 
about 75 per cent as sweet as cane 
sugar, with some properties more va!- 
uable than cane sugar, and no quali- 
ties “which are in any way harmful 
to health.”

The nomination of Theodore Roose- 
velt on a third party ticket in 1912 
was cited by Norris as illustrative 
of the impediments in the way of suc- 
cessful independent political move- 
nents, 

Regarding Robert H. Lucas’ chal- 
lenge of Norris’ republicanism, it was 
pointed out to the Nebraskan that 
Frank R. MeNinch, North Carolina, 
who voted for Mr, Hoover in 1925, 
was nominated to the power commis- 
sion as a democrat. 

“Yes,” Norris replied, “on Mr. 
Lucas’ theory McNinch is a _ repub- 
lican.”” 

“And on Wood's theory McNinch is 
a demagogue.” Republican Wood, In- 
diana, holds Norris is neither repub- 
lican nor democrat, but a “consum- 
mate demagogue.”

_ NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—(/)—Dur- 
ing the year now closing, cotton in 
common with almost all basic raw 
materials, has undergone one of the 
greatest price declines, in point of 

rcentage of fall, on record. At the 

‘sinning of the year the average price 
of middling grade 7-8-inch staple at 
10 southern markets was close to 17.00 
cents per pound. At this writing, it 
is slightly under 9.00 cents. Here 
is a shrinkage of about 47 per cent. 
At the present level cotton is selling 
lower than at any other time since the 
year following the outbreak of the 
World War 15 years ago. The pres- 
ent price is equal to only about 50 
per cent of the average price of the 
past four years. It is far below the 
average cost of production. 

The reasons for this very low price 
of cotton are obvious. Demand for 
and consumption of the staple has 


been greatly reduced in consequence of 
the stagnation of industry throughout 
the work. Those broad economic 
factors which have depressed the av-

Authorized $45,000,000 
Will Not Be Used for 
Food Loans.. 


WASHINGTON,. Dec. 26.—(4)— 
Secretary Hyde said today congress 
would be asked to appropriate the full 
$45,000,000 authorized for drouth re- 
lief. _- 

At the same time he made it clear 
that no food loans would be made 
from the fund. : 

The loans, be said, will be made for 
seed, feed and for production purposés 
such as fertilizer and for gasoline and 
oil for tractors. 

Hyde said applications for aid from 
the fund would be taken up “in the 
priority of their urgency.” 

He added that the $6,000,000 in- 
cluded for forest highways and forest 
roads and trails would be used also 
according to the urgency of the proj- 
ect but that no allocation would be 
made of the relief funds by states. 

Meantime Dr. C. W. Warburton, 
secretary of the national drouth re- 
lief committee, said inquiry was be- 
ing made in a number. of cities of the 
drouth area with a view to the pos- 
sible establishment of a regional of- 
fice to aid in administration of the 
fund. 

Inquiry has been made, he said, in 
both Memphis and St. Louis by repre- 
sentatives of the federal seed loan bu- 
reau, which will administer the fund. 
At the same time representatives of 
the federal real estate board are look- 
ing over properties in other places. 

The ‘seed loan bureau now has a 
regional office at Grand Forks, N. D., 
which will be used for making loans 
under the emergency act. Another 
such office is at Columbia, S. C., but 
Dr. Warburton said he doubted wheth- 
er many loans would be made from 
there since crops were generally good 
in that region this year. 

There has been no definite decision 
regarding the establishment of addi- 
tional regional offices but Warburton 


said it was quite likely two or more 
might be opened. ~:

KIN HUBBARD, CREATOR 
OF ABE MARTIN, PASSES 


| 


Newspaper Cartoonist and 
Humorist Dies After Heart 
Attack. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 26.— 
?)—Frank McKinney Hubbard, whose 
witticisms have been given to news- 
paper and magazine readers through 
the medium of a tall, gawky character 
known as “Abe Martin,”’-died sudden- 
ly at his home here today. Death fol- 
lowed an attack of heart disease. 

After his death his close friends and 
associates learned that he was 62 years 
old. He would never tell them his age. 
He disliked personal publicity but was 
prevailed upon several years ago to 
prepare an autobiography. In this he 
told of his boyhood at Bellefontaine, 
Ohio, the place of his birth, of his 
yearning to be an actor or showman 
and of his ultimate development into a 


It was 26 years ago that he drew 


newspapers and many magazines have 
printed some of the quaint remarks of 
this character, whose habitat was sup- 
posed to be the brown county hills of 
Indiana. | 

Only a few weeks ago Mr. Hubbard 
published his last annual book en- 
titled “Abe Martin’s Broadcast.” 

In this book “Abe” and his neigh- 
bors made some remarks about current 
events: ; 

“Abe,” said: “When we do see a 
nice, well kept prosperous lookin’ 
farm we find it’s the plaything 0o 
some town plutocrat.”
